William Trigg of Micchel Dean in the ſaid County, a Black Shozt Thick Man, — Twenty = Thirty years 
Old, with a Black Curled Head of Hair ; William Cucler of Mitchel Dean afozeſaid, a Tall Thin Black Mau, Palle 
 Uiſaged, between Thirty and Fourty, ſhot thzough one of his Hands, wears bis own Hair 3 Richard - Beard gf 
Dymock afozeſaid., a Piddle-ized Man, about Eight and twenty Years Old, 25z0wn Hair, goes a little SplaP= -- 
footed, With his Toes out; William Broadly gf Mitchel-Dean afozeſniv, Blackſmith, a Tall Luſty Pan, of a 
Bown Complexion, a little Disfigured with the mall Por, about Thirty Years Old, his own Hair Thin and 
Tank; John Tanner of the Pavilh of Box in the County of Wilts, a very Little Shozt Then Man, vetween Thirty 
and Fourty, of a Bzown Complerion, wears his own Hair; Thomas Tanner, Bzother of the laid Joho, of the Pariſh 
afozeſaid, ſomewhat Taller and of the ſame Complexion with his Bzother, where ever they may be found, and to 
carry them befoze the next Juſtice of the Peace, 0z other Chief Magiſtrate, who is hereby Required to Commit them to 
the next Goal, there to Remain till they (hall be Delivered by due Courſe of Law.

And foz the Encouragement of all Perſons to be Diligent and Careful in endeavouring to Ap- 
pzehend and Diſcover any of the ſaid Perſons, We do hereby further Declare, That whoſocver (hall Dilcdver and Ap- 
pꝛehend the ſaid William Wintour (hall have the Reward of One. hundzed Pounds, and whoſoever (hall Diſcover and 
Appzchend the ſaid Anthony (hall have the Reward of Fifty Pounds, and whoſoever ſhall Diſcover and Ap- 
pꝛehend any of the other Perſons above named, and (hall bzing them befoze ſome Juſtice of the Peace oꝛ Chief Ma⸗ 
giſtrate, as afozeſaid, (hall Have and Receive as a Reward the Sum of Twenty Pounds. Which ſaid ſeveral 
Sums the Lozds Commiſſioners of his Majeſties Treaſury are hereby Required to Pay accozdingly, over and above 
the Sum of Fourty Pounds Appointed to be Paid foz the Appꝛehending and Convicting any Perſon Guilty of Clip⸗ 
ping oz Coining, by an Act of Parliament made in the S:rth and Seventh Years of His Majeſtics Reign. And We 
do hereby further Declare, in tale the (aid Anthony (hall Surrender himſcif to any Juſtice of the Peace oz other 
Chief Magiſtrate, and ſhall make a full Confeſſion and Diſcovery of his Knowledge cf any Perſons being Guilty of
